match with Jerome Keogh of Buffalo. 
Hueston made 600 points while Keogh 
had 497 at the end of the three nights* 
play. 
Hueston declares that he fav> 
ors a change in the rules of champion 
ship pool matches. 
His contention 
is that the present rule, which makes 
it necessary for the limit of 600 ball? 
to be played in blocks of 200 for three 
consecutive nights, is too long, at 
least the nightly string required. 
As 
Hueston pointed out, it required prac­ 
tically five-hour sessions at the table 
each night to count the prescribed 
block of 200 balls 
which was too 
great a physical tax upon the players. 
“It is my belief that four nights’ play 
of say 125 halls each night would af­ 
ford a better and more Interesting 
contest,” 
Hueston 
said.

Various Ornaments Require Different 
Modes of Treatm ent. 


Most gold ornaments, when plain or 
worked and unadorned with gems, 
should be washed in warm soapsuds 
from time to time, excellent results be­ 
ing obtained if a few drops of sal vola­ 
tile are added to the hot water before 
making the lather. 
In the case of 
chains composed of close links, which 
are most apt to harbor dirt and dust, 
few remedies equal that of placing 
them to soak in a bottle half full of 
warm soapsuds mixed with a little pre­ 
pared chalk. 
The chains should be left for a few 
hours, after wL'ch the bottle must be 
well shaken, the lather poured off, and 
the ornaments first rinsed ii* cold wa­ 
ter and then dried as thoroughly as 
possible. 
Diamonds, sapphires, rubies and em­ 
eralds are wonderfully restored if they 
are washed periodically in a little sal 
volatile and water, the surface being 
afterward polished with a clean cham­ 
ois leather or a soft piece of silk. Pre­ 
cious stones in Reneral are usually im­ 
proved if they are put away in box­ 
wood sawdust instead of being in­ 
closed in velvet-lined cases. 
Turquoises must en no account he 
kmched with water or kept in a damp 
place, while oil or grease is equally fa 
tai to pearls, whether real or imita­ 
tion. 
In discs where real pearls have lost 
their luster, a method cf treating them 
is that cf laying them to soak for a few 
days in strong brine and water, many 
old authorities 
recommending, how­ 
ever. the curious baking treatment, the 
pearls being inclosed in a lump of 
dough and then baked in a slow oven. 
Jade ornaments soon lose their pol­ 
ish if they are neglected, and to rem­ 
edy this few species equal the applica­ 
tion of a paste of chalk and water. 
Coral can be successfully cleansed 
by placing tho ornaments in a sauce­ 
pan full of boiling w'ater and adding 
a few pieces of white soap and soda. 
They should be bolled for a few mo­ 
ments, then rinsed in tepid water and 
laid to dry on white paper.

The election ordinance adopted Mon- 
ay by the constitutional convention 
reates the municipal townships and 
ommissioner districts in full conformi- 
y with the division made by the board 
f three at Ada ten days ago, a full 
escription of which divisions were 
ublished in The News-except for 
hese slight changes: The city of Ada 
s made a township within itself, the 
rural section surrounding Ada and ac- 
cording to the original division consti- 
tuting part of Ada township is made 
another township named Chickasaw. 
-likewise the town of Roff is made a 
distinct township, and the surrounding 
country according to the original di- 
vision belonging to Roff is made Fitz- 
lugh township. 


Commissioner districts are designated 


by number as follows: No. 1, thenorth- 
east section of the county; No. 2, the 
northwest section; No. S, the southern 
section. In District 1 T. J. Chambless 
is appointed county commissioder; in 
No. 2 J. J. Burton; in No. 3 T. J. Den- 
ton. 
Sam McClure is made county 


clerk. These men are clothed with 
powers of like named officers in Okla- 
homa counties for the purposes of the 
first election only. 
It is their duty to 


divide the county into votihg precincts 
and to designate voting places (in doing 
which of course they adopt the work of 
the county committee for the purposes 
of the democratic primary) to provide 
ballots, to generally superintend the 
Aug. 
6th election, and to canvass the 


returns for county officers. 


This change was made necessary by 


the Oklahoma law which makes a 
separate township of every town or 
city having as much as 1,500 population. 
This law was not well known on the 
East side, and the consequence was, 
after the delegates assembled in Guthrie 
last week changes had to be made in 
division maps of nearly all Indian Ter- 
ritory counties to conform theni co that 
law.

various townships both by name and by 
number as follows: No 
1, Ada; 2, 


Jhickasaw; 3, Francis; 4, Allen; 5, 
Stonewall; 6, Roff; 7, Fitzhugh; 8, Mid- 
and; 9, Maxwell.

WHEN JEWELS NEED CLBANINO. 


Various Ornaments Require Different 


Modes of Treatment. 


Most gold ornaments, when plain or 


worked and unadorned with gems, 
should be washed In warm soapsuds 
from time to time, excellent results be- 
ing obtained if a few drops of sal vola- 
tile are added to the hot water before 
making the lather. In the case of 
chains composed of close links, which 
are most apt to harbor dirt and dust, 
'few remedies equal that of olacing 
them to soak In a bottle half full of 
warm soapsuds mixed with a little pre- 
pared chalk. 
The chains should be left for a few 


hours, after wh'.ch the bottle must be 
well shaken, the lather poured off, and 
the ornaments first rinsed in cold wa- 
ter and then dried as thoroughly as 
possible. 
Diamonds, sapphires, rubles and em- 


eralds are wonderfully restored If they 
are washed periodically in a little sal 
volatile and water, the surface being 
afterward polished with a clean cham- 
ois leather or a soft piece of silk.

commissioner districts in full conformi- 
ty with the division made by the board 
of three at Ada ten days ago, & full 
description of which divisions were 
published in The News—except for 
these slight changes: The city of Ada 
is made a township within itself, the 
rural section surrounding Ada and ac- 
cording to the original division consti- 
tuting part of Ada township is made 
another township named Chickassw. 
Likewise the town of Roff is made a 
distinct township, and the surrounding 
country according to the original di- 
vision belonging to Roff is made Fitz- 
hugh township. 


Commissioner districts are designated 


by number as follows: No. 1, thenorth- 
east section of the county; No. 2, the 
northwest section; No. S, the southern 
section. In Distriet 1 T. J. Chambless 
is appointed county commissioder; in 
No. 2 J. J. Burton; in No. 3 T. J. Den- 
ton. 
Sam McClure is made county 


clerk. These men are clothed with 
powers of like named officers in Okla- 
homa counties for the purposes of the 
first election only. 
It is their duty to 


divide the county into votihg precincts 
and to designate voting places (in doing 
which of course they adopt the work of 
the county committee for the purposes 
of the democratic primary) to provide 
ballots, to generally superintend the 
Aug. 
6th election, and to canvass the 


returns for county officers. 


This change was made necessary by 


the Oklahoma law which makes a 
separate township of every town or 
city having as much as 1,500 population. 
This law was not well known on the 
East side, and the consequence was, 
after the delegates assembled in Guthrie 
last week changes had to be made in 
division maps of nearly al! Indian Ter- 
ritory counties to conform them to that 
law. 


The election ordinance designates the 


various townships both by name and by 
number as follows: No 
1, Ada; 2, 


Chickasaw; 3, Francis; 4, Allen; 5, 
Stonewall; 6, Roff; 7, Fitzhugh; g, Mid- 
land; 9, Maxwell. 


As is now well 
understood two 


justices of the peace and two constables 
are to be elected in each of the town- 
ships above enumerated.

WHEN JEWELS NEED CLEANING. 


Various Ornament! Require Different 


Modes of Treatment. 


Most gold ornaments when plain or 


worked and unadorned with gems, 
should be washed In warm soapsuds 
from time to time, excellent results be 
Ing obtained tf a few drops of sal vola 
tile are added to the hot water before 
making the lather 
In the case ot

are most apt to harbor dht and dust, 
few remedies equal that of placing 
them to soak In a bottle half full of

The chain* should be left for a few
